In the above-identified Allowance, the Examiner noted that the prior art 
references do not teach "monitoring for a display operation that impacts the first 
display screen area, the display operation attempting to alter the first pixel values; 
upon completion of the display operation, copying and saving fourth pixel values 
corresponding to the first display screen area, the fourth pixel values corresponding 
to the altered first pixel values." Thus, the Examiner concluded that the claims were 
in condition for allowance.
